No Reason FOr Discouragement

The year 1879 has not dealt ten- 


derly with Reno. The fair promises 
it made in its infancy were not ful- 
filled. It held out the most flattering 
hopes for general prosperity, for a very 
large trade, for good crops, and for 
several new mines to be placed upon a 
paying basis. But before it had got- 
ten through its first quarter such a 
disaster visited this little city as sot 
another community in Nevada could 
have recovered from. Nearly the en- 
tire business part of Reno was des- 
troyed by fire on Sunday, March the 
second. It would be much easier%o 
give a list of those remaining than of 
the ones that went down on that 
dreadful morning. Strange to say, 
there was not twenty per cent. of the 
property insured. That was a crisis} ry 
in the history of Reno which will not 
soon be forgotten. Some of her busi- 
ness men were of the epinion that she 
was not worth rebuilding, but the ma- 
jority never wavered in their faith in 
HER POSITION AND RESOURCES. 
Nearly every one who could com- 
mand the means began at once the 
work of replaciog the burned bnild- 
ings, and besides that @ great many 
mew, some of sterling friends, 
came in. The s of the following 
months has been teld in the columas 
of this paper. Every day, for weeks 
and weeks, it was a repetition of new 
houses and stores begun or finished, 
and the sound of axes, hammers and 
other tools of iron would have drowned 
the noise of the builders of King Sol- 
omon’s temple. It is here that Revo 
demonstrated the strength of her mag- 
nificent location. Her trade stayed 
with her as firmly as if there were no 
other places to go to, and she not only 
kept her old business but has reached 
far out into the mountains and val- 


leys untigshe now su a territory 
rhe wider than she did at the time of 


the fire. Every one whoresumed bus- 
iness, as well as those who came in, 
with only two or three ‘ 
has done well and had a basi- 
ness, notwithstanding

the place frum whence they came, and 
only a couple of the old stand-bys 
have failed, although many must have 
started very heavily in debt.

RAILROAD BUILDING 
in the state during the year, and it 
ought to affect this part of the state 
very favorably, as much of the mater- 
ial will go frem the Truckee. The 
country north of here is filling up, aud 
more intimate relations with that sec- 
tion are being established. Instead 
of slow and precarious weekly mail 
services bexween Surprise valley, there 


is now an excellent daily stage with a 
large and increasing passenger busi- 
ness. Susanville and the country this 
side also enjoy much better faciltiies 
than formerly, and Plumas county is 
stirring in the matter of a better road 
and a daily mail. Two very impor- 
tant facts have been ascertained this 
year which promise to be large fac- 
tors in Reno'stfuture. One is that the 
ores found so Se lontifall y all over the 
north end of the county are ‘“‘concen- 
trating ores.” The rock contains sul- 
phurets enough to pay for crushing | ~~ 
and washing off the mat, and the sul- 
phvrets obtained are rich enough to 
pey well for reducing. This fact is 
ikely to effect the prosperity of the 
place much sooner than the other, but 
all will concede that in the long 
run the discovery that crops can 
raifed without irrigation is of vastly 
more importance. Quite a number of 
experiments have been made in that 
line in the last twelve months, none 
of them at all discouraging, and sev- 
eral of which were entirely success- 
ful. Where water is easily obtained 
it may pay to irrigate. but there is no 
reason why land out of reach should 
be idle, and in time, when the coun- 
try gets settled up and Jand scaree, the 
best farms in Washoe county will be 
in Lemmon and Prosser valleys, where 
farming, with only the natural 
moisture -will insure a crop almost cer- 
tainly.

Judgment in robes of ermine occupies 
the bench, with Conscience as a sole 
uror, appointed by a higher court, 
byt lent and Walf-concealed in the 
jury-box. The record clerk is Mem- 
ory, the counselors are Reason and 
Prejudice, each es with his fav- 
orite authors. e witnesses are the 
Perceptives. The prosecuting attor- 
ney is Public Opinion, presenting 
Human Conduct for trial. ‘The Coun- 
selors—as usual—are the most impor- 
tant and conspicuous actors in the 
court-room,and require a brief descrip- 
tion. Prejudice is the hasty, superti- 
cial, dogmatic practitioner] who argues 
that the party on trial is so and so, 
and moves his instant acquittal from 
custody, or commitment to punish- 
meht.

UNCLAIMED LAND PATENTS. 


We learn from the Annual Land 
Office Report that for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1878, the General 
Land Office issued 17,724 patents of 
which 16,970 were for agricultural 
land. For the fiscal year of 1879 it 
issued 18,603 patents, 17,896 being for 
_ agricultural land. For tht sare per- 

iod: the Patent ‘Office issued 14,100 
patents for inventions in 1878, and 12,- 
471 in 1879. Three hundred thousand 
land patents sent to local offices for 
delivery have been returned to the 
General Land Office, no one having 
claimed them, and there are now in 
that office and various local offices, 
nearly half a million patents that have 
never been ‘delivered, and which run 
back in date to the year 1800, and 
even before then. The most of them 
are for land in Ohio, Indiana and 
Towa, and undoubtedly there are now 
towns and'cities built upon land for

LOTTERIES ILLEGAL.

A misdemernor under the act 
subjects the offender to a fine not ex- 
ceeding $500, or imprisonment for six 
months or less, or both fine and impris 
onment.
